Captain’s Journal

Half of our voyage was now completed, and the seas had become much more peaceful, This year 
the Ship of ‘52 was piloted by Robert Mongeon, and he was assisted by Edward Hadro, First Mate; Janet 
Taylor, Ship's Secretary; and Margaret Pecedonio, Keeperof the Booty. We held our first evening dance, 
THE HOLLY - DAY - HOP, inthe Ship's Auditorium, The year was climaxed by a short stop at "Treasure 
Island." This long - awaited ball was a night never to be forgotten by the Buccaneers and their Pirate 
Lasses, 

Now the H.M.S. LUDLOW LION was sailing fullspeed ahead. On the last lap of our cruise, our Pirate 
Queen and Captain was Margaret Pecedonio; First Mate was Edward Hadro; Ship's Secretary was Shirley 
Surprenant; and Keeper of the Booty was Elizabeth Trombly. The “Prom Review of '52" brought 


back memories of our unforgettable “Treasure Island," The Pirate Crew of ‘52 presented
